Ford Peace Expedition to 
G-et Entree Only Into 
Neutral Lands. 


STATE DEPARTMENT 
ADHERiiS TO RULE 


Does Not Regard Trip as 
''Business of Urgent 
Character." 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Secretary Lans- 
ing' announced today that members of 
the peace party planning t<) sail on the 
ships chartered by Henry Ford will not 
be given passports to belligerent coun- 
tries. but only to neutral states in F^u- 
rcpe. 


Secretary Lansing made it plain that 
passports were given to An\ericiui citi- 
zens for belligerent countries only when 
business made it absolutely nec<»ssary to 
visit there or when they were invited by 
some governmental agencj' in tliose coun- 
tries. Mr. Lansing explained tiiat JIO dis- 
tinction was being drawn between mem- 
bers of the peace party and other Amer- 
ican citizens and that the general rule 
ot the department of state was being 
applied. 


Not "Urgent Biisiness." 


The ruling, however, was generally in- 
terpreted as meaning that the Uniteil 
States does not regard unofficial mis- 
sions in eflorts to make peace by pri- 
vate persons as business of an urgent 
.character. 
Very few applications have 
been made for passports to visit bellig- 
erent countries, the plan ot the peace 
party being to assemble a convention in 
one of the neutral countries and put into 
operation their plans in a neutral capi- 
tal as a base.

BETTER BOOKS FOR BOYS. 


Some Reasons for Careful Selection of 
Reading Matter. 


"Juvenile Book Week'' is for the bet- 
teiment of children in the way of read- 
ing. 
Someone who spent considerable 
time in visiting prisons and reformator- 
ies for the purpose of finding out as far 
as possible what caused the first down- 
ward step of the inmates was surprised 
at the percentage of those who said it 
came from reading Imd stories. 
It is 
well recognized by many people who deal 
with children and have fr^>quent oppor- 
tunities to observe them, that impres- 
sions from reading are vivid and have 
an influence for good ol* bad, aside from 
that of momentary entertainment, that 
demands 
attention of their guardians. 
Some books are positively 
vicious in 
tlieir influence, either through tlie gross 
exaggt?ration that leaves a boy's mind 
in awful condition, or in the presentation 
of low ideals, clothed, to be sure, in some 
.sort of an attractive manner. These lat- 
ter are particularly and peculiarly harm- 
ful for the growing girl, v/ho, with half- 
formed ideas of things unknown, finds 
tlio suggestions of the mysterious, and 
the «iugar-coatcd love making as harm- 
ful to lier mind as would be a diet of 
sugar to her body. 
Standards are un- 
consciously lowered and instead of goo<l 
mnnners nnd pure tastes, coarse manner? 
and low ideals are formed and standard.s 
of amusements are lowered Soinetimph 
when parents are wondering why ihe son 
or daughter suddenly 
manifests some 
strange id^i or seems familiar witli 
a 
coarse joke or a r<'pella.nt habit and is 
inclined to attriliute the fact to influence 
of bad com})anions in .school, it might be 
well for them to look over what the child 
had be.^n recently reading. 
Just now 
when the public librarians all over the 
country, the book sellers, the minister^ 
and the newspapers are taking up the 
n/attor of suitable books for the juven- 
ile reader, the intelligent parent should 
be willing to lend a helping hand in the 
njattcr and select books, if they are to 
be given, with care, and at least to feel 
a willinfjTiess to l)ack up the movement 
the Xational Boy Scouts" chief librarian 
is loading to get the right kind of books 
purcha.sed and read. 
This movement ts 
made through the Library Commission 
of the Boy Scouts of America, 
ft is 
against the viciously vulgar book that 
i.H selling by millions of copies and that 
literally sear.s the finer emotions of the 
child as with a red hot iron and place.s 
instead books that actually benefit the 
boy at the same time it delights him.

"No child, rich or poor, should be born 
at home; then perhaps we would in time 
breed a race thiit would not shrink at 
the sound of the words 'birth control' 
and allow sickly, suffering women to 
bear monstrosities, whose aufTcrings tor- 
ture them with agony each day that Is 
gi-eater than their birth pain.

"Steeher did not hurt me a bit. but 
v.'hen he had those awful legs around me 
I couldn't do anything. 
And when I got 
up my head was buzzing. 


.steeher is onlj' 22. 
He was raised on 
bis father's farm, near Dodge, and be- 
came unusually strong. He wrestled some 
and 
decided 
he would become 
world's 
champion. 
He ran away from home and 
met Earl Caddock, living on a farm not 
far away. 
Caddock had a IreDUtation in 
the neighborhood as a wrestler. 


Steeher said he wanted to find out how 
good he was and Caddock agreed to try 
him out. They held a match In Caddock's 


barn and farmers paid 10 cents apiece to 
see it. 
Steeher won two falls in three, 
took the $3.80 the farmers had paid and 
went back home.

his leg hold on sacks of wheat.

said to have a pressure of 2,600 pounds 
his legs and can split a sack of wheat 
with them. 


Since taking up wrestling as a business 
be has beaten Americus, Cutler, Wester- 
gaard, Hussane, Martinson, Ernst, Leon, 
Challender, Plestina and Connolly.

TUNNEL TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


Many Believe It Will Be Shown to Be a 
Historic Refuge. 


JfiTersonville, Ind., Dee. 2.—The com- 
mittee arranging' for the local celebration 
of the Indiana centennial next August 
v/ill investigate a tunnel, the opening of 
wliich has been found on the river bank 
hy a number of l)oys. 
It is below the 
level of the street, some distance above 
high water mark on the river and is 
near the former location of old Ft. Fin- 
ney, later known as Ft. Steuben, which 
was the original settlement that later 
became JefFersonvillo. 
The opening i.s 
three feet across and brick lined, with 
a flat bottom. 


Many believe it will be found to be 
the traditional tunnel from the fort to 
the river where the'^arrison and refugees, 
in times when 
Indians 
infested the 
neighborhood, 
were 
able 
to 
replenish 
their water supply. 
I't. Finney, named 
for jMajor Walter Finney, was completed 
about August 1. 1776. and Avas later 
named Ft. Steuben, when another fort 
of the latter name in another place was 
abandoned.

STRUCK BÏ NAIL

Engineer Howard Sustain- 
ed Fractured Skull and 
May Die. 


R. A. Howard, the engineer who wad 
taking Wabash passenger train No. 2S 
east, was badly injured at Grabill at 
11:15 o'clock Thursday morning, wh«.n 
he was struck by the mail crane as his 
train was passing that station. The 
blow rendered Mr. Howard unconscious 
and the fireman immediately 
stopped 
the train and gave the alarm. Dr. M. 
H. Hostettler, of Grabill, was summon• 
e^ and gave first aid to the injured man 
and accompanied him to Fort Wayne on 
another train. 
Dr. E. J. McOscar, tiie 
company's surgeon, met them and had 
Mr. Howard taken to St. Joseph's hos- 
pital. Dr. McOscar found the man suf- 
fering from a badly fractured skuH, 
the wound extending from the left car 
to the top of the head. 
There is also 
a bad bruise on the opposite side of the 
head, indicating that the blow from the 
mail crane drove i^Ir. Howard's head 
against the frame-of the cab window. 
There is a continuous hemorrhage from 
the nose and ear, which is segai'ded a 
bad symptom, and the wounded man 
has not regained consciousness 
since 
the accident. "He is badly injured and 
has only a slight chance for recovery," 
Dr. McOscar said. 
Mrs. Howard, wife 
®f the injured man, was immediately 
iiotifled and \vas brought here on a spo- 
iial train at 2 o'clock from her honi-* 
in Peru. She is now with her husband 
Vit the hospital.

"Tlie post ofiice department appears to

yarious roads as to the speed of trains 
and ffequency of scrvice, with great ad- 
vantage to the business community."

But the annual pay of these 
railroads, whioh carry the great trans- 
continental mails in addition to the raailH 
cf their own territory, is to be increased 
only 26 per cent., or from $16,000,000 
per year to $20,000,000 per year.

future and inchides no settlement of 
arrearage for having

cold man." 


Wilson is an emotional man. 
Intel- 
lectuals are often so. 
Emotionalism has 
to do with t e m p e r a m e n t ; coldness m a y 
be predicted of temperament or of char- 
acter. 
Temperament is a thing of the 
moment, having t o do with the sensibil- 
ities; diaracter is t h e permanent struc- 
ture and has t o do with those motive 
forces which make 
for the 
final 
judg- 
ment on all problems to be decided. 
An 
emotionalist may or m a y not be swayed 


by his emotions. 
President Wilson may 
or may not be, as to iiis character, a 
"cold" man. 
The answer • is not to be 
fcimd in the ¡»iienonivna of 
emotional- 
if-m. 


President Harrison was famed for his 
coldness. 
In t h a t instance it was tem- 
jn'rament. 
The politicians 
complained 
t h a t he shook hands in a cold way. 
His 
manner was re])elling. 
Once, 1 am told, 
lie personally ordered from his car a del- 
egation of grand a r m y veterans who, in 
tlieir enthusiasm to see and hear 
the 
c&ndidate, had crowded aboard liis train. 
Then a t the next station Harrison made 
a speech t o an aiulience of veterans so 
eloquent t h a t it moved them to tears. 


President AN'ilson has none of the Har- 
rison churlishness. He has personal charm 
the highest degree. 
H» is a 
good 
to 
listener and a good talker. 
His sense of 
humor is keen and his imagination ac- 
tive. 
An apt illustration, or an aihusing 
story is always at his command. 
He is 
much more genial than Mr. T a f t , who 
was subject to spells of bad n a t u r e and 
who sometimes had violent outbursts of 
temper. 
Mr. Wilson has a much

Hospital Superintendent in 
Report at the Annual 
Meeting» 


The board of directorsp of Hope hospital 
met in annual session Tuesc^y evening 
at the institution and heard Ifee yearly 
reports of the officers of the asspciation. 
The superintendent gave a leiojj^y re- 
port in which she stated that during th« 
past fiscal year, 841 patients had been 
admitted, of which number 410 were res- 
idents of Fort Wayne and 431 were from 
out of the city. 


In the surgical department 435 pa- 
tients were admitted against 246 for last 
year, which shows a gréait gain. From 
November 30, 1914, to December 1, 1915, 
there were 29 births at the hospital.-Th« 
per cent of mortality for this year was 
only 2.8 per cent of the patienta treated 
against 4.3 per cent last year. March 19 
and 20 are tne two dates when the great- 
est number of patients were confined in 
the hospital, there being 46 on thos« 
dates. 


Miss Albright also reported that of th« 
ten nurses who took the state examina- 
tion the past year, four were on th« 
honor roll and all others passed credita- 
bly high. 
This record makes the Hope 
Hospital IVaining school the highest in 
the state. 
At the present time seven 
nurses are seniors, five intennoedlates, 
three juniors and five probaiti(m«rf.

After months of imprisonment in aa 
English prison, where he would have 
been executed as a 
but for tke ae- 
tiviiy of the state department, aiid OoL 
Theodor« HooaeveH, l^wiiwtli W. ftì« ' 
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• first line army defense of fiG5,- 
000 men to defend the United States 
will be urged on congress by Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary of War 
Garrison. 


Such a force will be less than the 
Germans now have engaged in the 
Balkans or in the Russian invasion. 


In planning a defensive force for 
the United States, Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Garrison, however, had another 
force of future fighters in view. A 
force that is trained with the idea of 
keeping peace—a force that is In its 
very idea 
and ideal 
anti-military 
body. 


The two defenders of the country 
had in view the Boy Scouts, the fu- 
ture defenders of the nation, the sol- 
diers in the making from their anti- 
military attitude. 


While the Boy Scout movement is 
essentially non-military in its ob- 
ject its members are given the es- 
sential training that will make of 
them the best soldiers iu the event 
that the United States should ever 
have to call upon her young men to 
defend their flag from the shells of 
the invader. 


The scouts are taught many use- 
ful things that many of the regular 
army men and most of the National 
Guard do not know. 


They are made to realize that the 
greatest loss of men during a war is 
not from bullets or shrapnel, sabre 
or sword, but from ignorance of the 
ordinary rules of sanitation and oth- 
er methods of preventing disease. 


In the SpanishAmerican war the 
United States found that its great- 
est number of deaths and hospital 
cases was not due to the shell of the 
enemy, but to camp disease. 
The 
volunteers 
did 
not 
know 
how 
to take 
care of themselves in the 
field. 


THE GROUim 
WORK. 


The soldiers and the recruits had 
not been taught the principles that 
every Boy Scout now knows. 
They 
were not trained in warding off or 
in checking the spread of disease, 
such as malaria, yellow fever 
and 
typhoid. 


Yet every Boy Scout in the United 
States or in England 
now knows 
that mosquitoes are of three kinds— 
culex, myopida and anopheles, and 
that 
anopheles alone 
carries the 
germs causing malaria while culex 
is believed the cause of yellow fe- 
ver and myopida is harmless. 


They even know how to distin- 
guish the different kinds of mosqui- 
toes from the way they at^nd, culex 
and anopheles leaning in a certain 
direction while alighted, and myo- 
pida remaining straight. 


The Boy Scouts are taught that ty- 
phoid is called by a definite bacilli 
which is communicated either in the 
air or in food. 
One of the most 
common carriers of the bacilli is 
lettuce that has not been washed. 


A Bpy Scout learns to prepare his 
own meals 
when 
afield. He can 
shoot a rabbit and cook it even if he 
has not a match with which to light 
a fire. In case he has no rifle he 
knows how to snare an animal and 
prepare it for cooking even if he has 
nothing in his equipment for culi- 
nary use. 


He is trained in finding his way 
back to camp in case he loses his 
way. He is taught the one essential 
—self-reliance. 
He is a master of 
woodcraft, of botany, has a knowl- 
edge of astronomy enough to make 
the stars his guide in case he is lost 
at night, and is given an- essential 
training that but few soldiers de- 
rive. 


This is a summary of the traits 
of the future defenders of America 
should the country ever have to call 
for defenders. 
The United States 
has but little difficulty in getting 


good riflemen. Every man and boy 
in the country has had some train- 
ing in marksmanship. 
All Ameri- 
cans are more or less good shots. 
FBOM CHIEF 
SCOUTMASTEB. 


Of 
the 
matter 
of keeping Roy 
Scouts prepared, although not bring- 
ing them up in the militaristic spirit, 
James E. West, Chief Scout Execu- 
tive has said: 


"Because Lieut. Gen. 
Sir Robert 
S. S. Baden-Powell Included in the 
activities and program of the Scout 
movement many of the things which 
he found essential for making re- 
cruits fit for military . service in 
South Africa, the Boy Scout move- 
ment has been misunderstood by a 
great many. This has made neces- 
sary a continued 
defense 
against 
criticism that we were essentially 
attempting tQ give to boys a militry 
training. 


"We now find that this effort to 
have ourselves 
correctly 
under- 
stood 
has 
occasioned 
some 
be- 
lief that the Boy Scout movement 
is opposed to miliary training. This 
is not a fact. The Boy Scout move- 
ment is working along lines which 
are conceded by leaders in military 
affairs here and 
elsewhere to be 
best in every way for the develop- 
ment of the adolescent boy. 


"Military training, such as is giv- 
en in the National Guard, has been 
omitted. 
Naturally 
such training 
should be left to a specially trained 
leadership, 
as 
in 
the 
National 
Guard, and should begin with the 
boy at 18, 19 or 
years, of .age- 
not with the growing boy of from 12 
to 15 years." 


"From scout officials all over the 
country the National Board has re- 
ceived requests to outline the attl 
tudé of the 
leaders 
of the scout 
movement upon the momentous mat- 
ter of preparedness against war. In 
a letter addressed to the board and 
read at the meeting, W. B. Hol- 
combe. Scout 
Commissioner 
for 
Brooklyn, reported a meeting of the 
Brooklyn 
Scout Council. 
At the 
meeting, he said, there had been a 
discussion of the attitude of the Boy 
Scouts of America respecting na- 
tional preparedness for defense. The 
general trend of opinion, it was said, 
was to the effect that there a{iould 
be on the part of the scout move- 
ment sponsors, a definite expression 
on this momentous matter. 


"The position taken by the Boy 


"Second—That 
the records show 
that the logical 
result of the pro- 
gram 
which the Boy Scout move- 
ment is promoting is in reality as 
strong a factor as any one agency 
which the country now has for pre- 
paredness, 
since 
it 
develops the 
character of boys and assists them 
in securing a proper conception of 
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a citizen's iesponsibility. 


"Third—Furthermore, boys 
who 
have been scouts will, becauso of 
their training under the motto 'Be 
Prepared,' prove themselves 
more 
virile and efficient in any emergency 
which calls for their services as cit- 
izens of,the country."

Last year Mr. Dodge sought in- 
formation regarding the scout move- 
ment and inquired at national head- 
quarters 
what might be 
done to 
make the pleasures and benefl^ts of 
scouting available to more boys. He 
considered several suggestions and 


the necessary ?2,000 each year, so 
that the new department is about to 
be fully established. 


Its functions will be to keep be- 
fore scout masters and others ac- 
tively engaged in scouting, helpful 
Information and a definite program 
of practical assistance; to arrange 
for exhibits and personal appeals be 
fore various student bodies, educa- 
tional conventions and the like, for 


men to serve as scout masters.

While 
the United 
States is preparing for its own great 
army of the future the Boy Scouts 
are becoming greater in number and 
in a peaceful way are undergoing 
that preparation that will make them 
valuable adjuncts of 
the future 
army. 
OUR FUTURE 
DEFENDERS. 


They do not carry rifles or arms 
and are taught little cf military op- 
erations, but yet they are deriving 
those very necessary essentials that 
put them into fit condition for field 
service at any time the government 
might call upon them. 


The President and Secretary Gar- 
rison plan to increase the standing 
army to 140,000 men, creating a new 
continental army of 400,000 men 
which with the militia of a strength 
of 125,000 would give the country a 
protective force of 665,000 men. 


The program proposes: 
1. Regular army, 140,000 men, an 
increase of more than 50,000 men in 
the present establishment. 


2. A continental 
army, , 400,000 
strong, enlisted 
for six 
years for 
service within the continental Unit- 
ed States. These men would serve 
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two montns a year for the first three 
years with the colors, undergoing a 
period of intensive training. 
They 
would be on furlough the remaining 
three years, subject to call in lime 
of need. 


It is estimated that 40,000 of the 
540,000 men thus provided for would 
be noncombatants 
of the Medical 
Corps or other military forces not 
included in the fighting line. 


The reserves of these two armies 
will 
afford a force which can be 
called upon in time of war of a little 
more than equal 
strength. 
In the 
case of the Continental Army, the 
reserve force will be precisely the 
same as the force serving with the 
colors. 400,000 men. In the casa of 
the regular army, the reserve will 
be somewhat 
larger, 
since in the 
regular army there is to be an en- 
listment period of six years, two of 
which are to be spent with the col- 
ors and four in the reserves. 


NEW ARMY 
ORGANIZATION. 


In all, the War Department will 
have an organization of something 
like 1,000,000 men for 
immediate 
mobilization iu time of war, all of 
which will have had some measure 
of training. 
' Behind this army would be the 


National Guard, now some 125,000 
strong, but whose numbers would be 
augmented substantially by the or- 
ganization of the continental army. 
The plans contemplate the transfer 
of such national guard officers and^ 
men as desire it into the continejital 
army, and more liberal treatment of 
the guardsmen would be urged and 
the increase of 
these state forces 
would be encouraged in every pos- 
sible way. 


Increases in the regular establish:^ 
ment contemplated 
are: 
Infantry, 
ten regiments; field artillery, four 
regiments; coast artillery, fifty-two 
companies; Engineer Corps, two de- 
tachments. . 


This is the great force planned by ' 
the United States to forever secura 
it against invasion. 


No mention is made of the Boy 
Scouts in the plans of the Secretary 
of War, but it is felt by Mr, Gairi^ 
son and President Wilson that the 
boys undergoing training now ar« 
the future defenders of their coun-' 
try, that many of them after their 
preliminary training and when thej 
grow older will join either the regu- 
lar army or tbe militia and that all 
in all the country may feel great de- 
pendence on its Boy Scouts—tha fu« 
ture defenders of the nation.

Washington, Dec. 2.—The. state, de- 


partment has received from the Austro- 
Muiigarian department through Ambassa- 
dor Pcnlicld a. formal inquiry regarding 
the statement recently issued a.t the de- 
partment,

justice, which was con- 


strued by the Austrian embassy here as 
being in' confirmation 
of 
the charges 


made by Dr. Gorietir, a former Austrian 
consul. 
Austria's inquiry asked whether thfi 


department of justice had issued such a 
statement, in regard to the charges made 
by the former Austrian consul and if so 
upon what, grounds it based its assertion, 
which appeared to be confirmatory in na- 
ture. Goricar charges in effect that Aus- 
trian consulates in the United States, 
operating under the direction of the Ger- 
man embassy, worn concerned in con- 
spiracies to cripple munitions plants.

Hospital Superintendent in 


Report at the Annual 


Meeting. 


The board of directors of Hope hospital 


met in annual session Tuesday evening 
at the institution and heard the yearly 
reports of the officers of the association. 
The superintendent gjave a lengthy re- 
port in which she stated that during th« 
past fiscal year, 841 patients had been 
admitted, of which number 410 were res- 
idents of Fort Wayne and 431 were from 
out of the city. 


In the surgical department 435 pa- 


tients were admitted against 240 for last 
year, which shows a great gain. From 
"November 30, 1914, to December 1, 1015, 
there were 20 births oi the hospital. Tho 
per cent of mortality for this year was 
only 2.8 per cent of the patients treated 
against 4.3 per cent last year. March 19 
and 20 are tho two dates when the great- 
est number of patients were confined in 
the hospital, tbero being 46 on those 
dates. 


Miss Albright also reported that of th« 


ter. nurses who took the state examina- 
tion the past year, four were on th* 
honor roll and all others passed credita- 
bly high. This record makes the Hope 
Hospital Training school tho highest in 
the state. At the present time seven 
nurses aro seniors, five intermediates, 
three" juniors nnd five probationers.

000 men to defend the United States 
will be urged on congress by Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary of 'War 
Garrison. 


Such a force will be less than the 


Germans now have engaged in the 
Balkans or in the Russian invasion. 


In planning a defensive force for 


the United States, Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Garrison, however, had another 
force of future fighters in view. A 
force that Is trained with the idea of 
keeping peace—a force that is in its 
very Idea and ideal anti-military 
body. 


The two defenders of the country 


had In view the Boy Scouts, the fu- 
ture defenders of the nation, the sol- 
diers in the making from their antt- 
mllltary attitude. 


While the Boy Scout movement is 


essentially non-military in its ob- 
ject Its members are given the cs- 
•ential training that will make of 
them the best soldiers in the event 
that the United States should tvcr 
have to call upon her young men to 
defend their flag from the shells of 
the invader. 


The scouts are taught many use- 


ful things that many of the regular 
army men and most of the National 
Guard do not know. 


They are made to realize that the 


greatest lose of men during a war Is 
not from bullets or shrapnel, sabre 
or sword, but from ignorance of the 
ordinary rules of sanitation and oth- 
•r methods of preventing disease. 


In the SpanishAmerican war the 


United States found that its great- 
est number of deaths and hospital 
cases was not due to the shell of the 
enemy, but to camp disease. The ' 
volunteers 
did 
not 
know 
how 


to take cam of themselves In the 
field. 
THE GROUSD 


WORK. 


The soldiers and the recruits had 


not been taught the principles liiat 
every Boy Scout now knows. They 
were not trained in warding off or 
in checking the spread of disease, 
such as malaria, yellow fever and 
typhoid. 


Yet every Boy Scout in the United 


States or in England 
now knows 


that mosquitoes are of three kinds— 


• culex, myopida and anopheles, and 


that 
anopheles alone carries the 


germs causing malaria while culex 
is believed the cause of yellow fe- 
ver and myopida is harmless. 


They even know how to distin- 


guish the different kinds of mosqui- 
toes from the way they stand, culcx 
and anopheles leaning in a certain 
direction while alighted, and myo- 
pida remaining straight. 


The Boy Scouts arc taught that ty- 


phoid is called by a definite bacilli 
which is communicated cither in the 
air or in food. 
One of the most 


common carriers of the bacilli IB 
lettuce that has not been washed. 


A Boy Scout learns to prepare his 


own meals 
when 
afield. 
He can 


shoot a rabbit and cook it even if he 
has not a match with which to light 
a fire. In case he has no rifle he 
knows how to snare an animal and 
prepare it for cooking even if he has 
nothing in his equipment for culi- 
nary use. 


He is trained in finding his way 


back to camp in case he loses his 
way. He is taught the one essential 
—self-reliance. 
Ho is a. master of 


woodcraft, of botany, has a knowl- 
edge of astronomy enough to maku 
the stars his guide in case he is lost 
at night, and is given an essential 
training that but few soldiers de- 
rive. 


This is a summary of the traits 


of the future defenders of America 
should the country evsr have to.call 
for defenders. The United States 
has but little difficulty in getting 


good riflemen. Every man and boy 
in the country has uad some train- 
ing in marksmanship. 
All Ameri- 


cans are more or less good shots. 
FROM CHIEF 
SCOUTMASTER. 


Of the 
matter 
of keeping Boy 


Scouts prepared, although not bring- 
ing them up in the militaristic spirit. 
James E. West, Chief Scout Execu- 
tive has said: 


"Because Lieut Gen. Sir Robert 


S. S. Baden-Powell included in the 
activities and program of the Scout 
movement many of the things which 
he found essential for making re- 
cruits fit for military 
service in 


South Africa, the Boy Scout move- 
ment has been misunderstood by a 
great many. This has made neces- 
sary a continued defense 
against 


criticism that we were essentially 
attempting to give to boys a militry 
training. 


"We now find that this effort 
to 


have ourselves 
correctly under- 


stood 
has 
occasioned 
some 
be- 


lief that the Boy Scout movement 
is opposed to miliary training. This 
is not a fact. The Boy Scout move- 
ment is working along lines which 
are conceded by leaders in military 
affairs 
here and 
elsewhere to be 


best in every way for the develop- 
ment of the adolescent boy. 


"Military training, such as is giv- 


en in the National Guard, has bron 
omitted. 
Naturally 
such training 


should bo left to a specially trained 
leadership, 
as 
in 
tho 
National 


Guard, and should begin with tho 
boy at 18, 19 or 20 years of ago— 
not with the growing boy of from 12 
to 15 years." 


"From scout officials all over the 


country the National Board has re- 
ceived requests to outline the atti- 
tude of the 
leaders of the scout 


movement upon the momentous mat- 
ter of preparedness against war. In 
a letter addressed to the board and 
read at the meeting, W. B. Hoi- 
combe, Scout 
Commissioner for 


Brooklyn, reported a meeting of tho 
Brooklyn Scout Council. 
At tho 


meeting, he said, there had been a 
discussion of the attitude of the Eoy 
Scouts of America respecting na- 
tional preparedness for defense. The 
general trend of opinion, it was said, 
was to the effect that there should 
bo on the part of the scout move- 
ment sponsors, a definite expression 
on this momentous matter. 


"The position taken by the Boy 


"First—That the Boy Scout move- 


ment is not anti-military. The Boy 
Scout movement neither promotes 
nor 
discourages military training, 


its one concern being the develop- 
ment oC character and personal ef- 
ficiency of adolescent Boys. 


"Second—That the records 'Show 


that the logical result of the pro- 
gram 
which the Boy Seoul move- 


ment is promoting is in reality as 
strong a factor as any one agency 
•which the country now has for pre- 
paredness, since it 
develops the 


character of boys and assists them 
in securing a proper conception of

He then agreed to con- 
tribute ?3,500 a year to form a de- 
partment of education, providing an 
additional 52,000 was obtained from 
another source.

They do not carry rifles or arms 


and are taught little of military op- 
erations, but yet they are deriving 
those very necessary essentials that 
put them into fit condition for field 
service at any time the government 


• might call upon them. 


The President and Secretary Gar- 


rison plan to increase the standing 
army to 1-10,000 men, creating a new 
continental army of 400,000 incn 
which with the militia of a strength 
of 125,000 would give the country a 
protective force of G65.000 men. 


The program proposes: 
1. Regular army, 140,000 men, an 


increase of more than 50,000 men in 
the present establishment. 


2. A continental army. | 400,000 


strong, enlisted 
for six years for 


service within the continental Unit- 
ed States. These men would servo 


two monttis a year for the first throe 
years with the colors, "undergoing a 
period of intensive training. They 
would be on furlough the remaining 
three years, subject to call in time 
of need. 


It is estimated that 40,000 of the 


540,000 men thus provided for would 
be noncombatants of the Medical 
Corps or other military forces not 
Included in the fighting line. 


The reserves of these two armies 


will 
afford a force which can be 


called upon in time.of war of a little 
more than equal strength. In the 
case of the Continental Army, the 
reserve force will be precisely the 
same as the force serving with 'the 
colors, 400,000 men. In the cast) of 
the regular army, the 'reserve will 
be somewhat larger, since in the 
regular army there is to be an en- 
listment period of six years, two of 
which are to be spent with the col- 
ors and four in the reserves. 


JTEW ARMY 
ORGANIZATION. 


In all, the War Department will 


have an organization of something 
like 3,000,000 men 
for immediate 


mobilization in time of war. all of 
which will have had some measure 
of training. 


Behind this army would be the 


National Guard, now some 125,000 
strong, but 'whose numbers would be 
augmented substantially by the or- 
ganization of the continental army. 
The plans contemplate the transfer 
of such national guard officers and 
men as desire it into the continental 
army, and more liberal treatment, of 
the guardsmen would be urged and 
the increase of 
these state forces 


would be encouraged in every pos- 
sible way. 


Increases in the regular' establish- 


ment contemplated are: Infantry, 
ten regiments; field artillery, four 
regiments; coast artillery, fifty-two 
companies* Engineer Corps, two de- 
tachments. 
' This is the great force planned by 
the United States to forever securo 
it against invasion. 


NO mention is made of the Boy 


Scouts in the plans of the Secretary 
of War, but it is felt by Mr. Garri- 
son and .President Wilson that the 
boys undergoing training now are 
the 
future defenders of their coun- 


try, that many of them after their 
preliminary training and when thej 
grow older will join either the regu- 
lar army or the militia and that all 
in all the country may feel great de- 
pendence on its Boy Scouts—the fu- 
ture defenders of the nation.
